NEWS  NOTES 


The  Alumnae  Association  was  remembered  in  the 
estate  of  Miss  Ruth  Sleeper.  Miss  Sleeper,  along  with 
money  to  be  used  for  scholarships,  also  gave  the 
association  the  watch  that  had  been  given  to  her  at 
the  time  of  her  retirement.  The  watch  is  to  be  sold 
and  the  money  to  be  used  for  scholarships.  As  soon 
as  we  have  more  information  we  will  let  you  know 
when  and  how  this  sale  will  take  place. 


The  Alumnae  finds  that  with  the  increase  in  costs 
and  the  decrease  in  both  dues  and  the  fund  drive  the 
organization  is  continually  running  in  the  red.  In 
order  to  try  to  at  least  bring  some  of  the  programs 
and  functions  that  we  sponsor  closer  to  a break  even 
point  the  Board  voted  to  increase  some  of  the  costs  of 
programs  and  also  the  cost  of  dues.

Homecoming 
will  increase  to  $25  for  the  program  and  luncheon 
and  the  CEU  Program  cost  will  also  increase  to  $15.00 
for  members.  In  looking  at  the  costs  of  similar 
programs  and  organizations  the  MGH  Alumnae 
Association  continues  to  be  a bargain  and  we  hope 
that  you  will  continue  to  support  your  organization.

Eunice  Pike,  Class  of  1936 

A letter  received  earlier  this  year  reminded  some  of 
us  of  what  a remarkable  classmate  we  have  in 
Eunice  Pike,  often  called  "Pikey.”  Her  letter,  written 
this  January  from  Senegal,  West  Africa  told  of  her 
going  there  in  October  to  help  translators  to  figure  out 
the  alphabets  for  the  languages  they  are  working 
with.  Most  of  them  are  making  primers  to  help  with 
literacy,  and  they  hope  to  translate  the  New 
Testament. 

She  tells  of  pleasant  temperatures  between  70  and 
80  degrees,  and  of  sleeping  under  a mosquito  net  m 
because  malaria  is  common  there.  Eunice  writes, 
"Every  day  I get  out  for  a 15  minute  fast  walk.  I want 
to  take  my  old  age  gracefully."  Judging  from  the 
ages  of  her  classmates  she  must  be  80  or  very  close 
to  it,  and  if  "aging  gracefully"  includes  keeping  busy, 
she  is  well  on  her  way. 


Pikey  has  returned  to  Dallas,  TX,  where  she  is 
affiliated  with  the  Wycliffe  Bible  Translators,  she 
started  right  after  graduation  from  MGH  in  1936  with 
the  Summer  Institute  of  Linguistics,  an  organization 
which  works  closely  with  Wycliffe.  Living  and 
working  in  Mexico  from  1936  to  1980,  she  frequently 
took  time  off  to  go  to  other  countries  to  help 
translators  analyze  the  alphabets  of  the  languages 
they  were  working  with.  In  addition  to  several 
technical  works,  she  has  published  fine  non- 
technical books:  Not  Alone.  Works  Wanted.  An 
Uttermost  Part.  The  Last  Five  Feet,  and  Sarah's  Life. 

We  are  proud  of  such  a dedicated  and  productive 
class  member.

As  I wrote  out  my  membership  renewal,  I was  aware 
that  it  has  been  15  years  since  I graduated  from 
MGH.  It  has  been  probably  an  equally  long  time 
since  I wrote  to  the  alumnae  office.  I enjoy  hearing 
about  what's  happening  at  MGH,  as  well  as  what's 
been  going  on  for  my  classmates,  so  I thought  that  it 
was  my  turn  to  write. 

I am  currently  in  the  last  days  before  I defend  my 
dissertation  at  the  University  of  California,  San 


Francisco,  and  will  graduate  this  Spring,  the  degree 
is  a PhD  in  Nursing,  and  I started  these  studies  in 
1990.  The  focus  of  my  doctoral  work  has  been  in 
understanding  the  neurobiological  dimensions  of 
major  depression  in  women.  The  dissertation 
entailed  a clinical  trial  of  a nonpharmacologic 
intervention  to  correct  disturbed  neurobiological 
rhythms  that  are  responsible  for  the  symptoms  of  a 
major  depression,  e.g.,  sleep  disturbance,  fatigue, 
changes  in  cognition,  and  mood  disturbance.  I used 
physiological  measures  of  sleep  and  circadian 
rhythm  (sleep  EEG  and  core  body  temperature 
monitoring)  as  well  as  self-report  measures  of  mood 
and  fatigue  to  measure  the  effect  of  the  intervention, 
which  consisted  of  a sleep  manipulation,  the  main 
aim  of  this  research  was  to  explore  non-drug,  but 
biologically  active  means  to  treat  depression,  and  I 
am  glad  to  report  that  there  are  significant  findings 
from  the  work. 

The  doctoral  experience  has  been  the  most 
challenging  educational  experience  since  MGH.  I 
am  grateful  to  have  worked  with  an  exceptional 
nursing  scientist  ( 

Dr  Kathryn  Lee)  as  a mentor,  and  am  grateful  that  my 
research  was  funded  with  a National  Research 
Service  Award  by  the  National  Institute  of  Nursing 
Research. 

Post  graduation,  I will  continue  to  work  at  Turning 
Point  center  in  San  Francisco.  This  is  a nurse- 
owned  and  operated  outpatient  practice  for  the  care 
and  treatment  of  persons  with  depressive  and  panic 
disorders.  I have  been  a clinical  specialist  in  this 
practice- since  we  began,  seven  years  ago.  We  now 
have  approximately  250  persons  receiving  care 
through  this  center,  and  the  center  employs  6 
psychiatric  clinical  nurse  specialists  and  a part-time 


physician  (California  hasn't  granted  clinical  nurse 
specialists  prescription  privileges  yet).  Additionally,  I 
have  applied  for  a post  doctoral  fellowship  through 
the  National  Institute  of  Nursing  Research  to 
(hopefully)  continue  my  research.  Providing  that  the 
postdoc  is  funded,  I will  be  spending  part  of  my  time 
at  the  Stanford  University  Sleep  Disorders  Center, 
and  with  interdisciplinary  colleagues  at  the  University 
of  Washington  at  Seattle.
